1 1 The prior art does not disclose the feature of transferring the PIN to a browser, as 

12 found recited in combination with remaining limitations. Specifically, the prior art does 

13 not disclose, in combination, "the PIN is encoded and forwarded to the user's mobile 

14 telephone and transferred to the browser to authenticate the requested visiting access 

15 to the W-LAN"; "receiving, by the mobile telephone from the HAAA server, a personal 

16 identification number (PIN); transferring the PIN to a browser of a portable computing 

17 device"; and "the system is arranged to transfer the PIN to the browser, which 

18 authenticates the portable computing device's access to the second W-LAN".
